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DETAILED ACTION 

Status Of Claims 

1 . This Office Action is in response to an amendment received 2/4/2009 in which 
Applicant lists claims 35 and 37-62 as being withdrawn, claims 1-28, 30 and 36 as being 
cancelled, claims 31-34 as being previously presented, and claim 29 as being currently 
amended. It is interpreted by the examiner that claims 29, 31-35 and 37-62 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 10/1 1/2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the lined through references therein have not been considered (see 
specifically JP 04077703, a complete copy of which has not been provided). 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 10/1 1/2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it 
is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the lined through 
references therein have not been considered (see specifically EP 1164403 A1, which 
applicant has argued that US 6,989,367B2 is the English language equivalent but 
does not seem to be related to EP 1164403 A1). 
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Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because figures 8 and 9 include words that are in 
German. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "first imaging optics 
imaging the emitting surface in a field aperture and second imaging optics imaging the 
field aperture plane in a lens plane" (see claim 29) and the limitations of claims 33 and 
34 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

Specification 

6. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "includes" should be 
changed to --including- on the first line of the abstract. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 31 -34 are objected to because of the following informalities: they depend 
from cancelled claim 30. Accordingly, claims 31-34 have not been further treated on the 
merits. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear from the claims or the specification what is 
meant by "a lens plane". Is the second imaging optics imaging the field aperture plane 
onto one or more of the lenses in the system or onto a particular "lens plane" (i.e. focal 
plane of a lens)? 

Response to Arguments 

1 0. Applicant's arguments filed 2/4/2009 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's affidavit appears to just state that a lens has a plane running 
through the center of it, perpendicular to the optical axis, that is the "lens plane". So, 
what element is making up the "second imaging optics". Further, are the second 
imaging optics imaging the field aperture plane onto one or more of the actual lenses in 
the system (i.e. forming the image at the lens plane of another undisclosed lens) or is 
the "second imaging optics" merely just forming an image of the "field aperture plane" at 
a focal plane of that lens?
